1 . The drawings are objected to because coil (66) is not shown in figure 6. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action.

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

It appears that the specification does not have support for the limitation of "connecting 
said wire coils to decal masks on a plurality of said wafers positioned centrally on said core " as 
recited in claim 51. 
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3. Claims 51-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 51, it appears that the limitation of "connecting said wire coils to decal masks on 
a plurality of said wafers positioned centrally" is inaccurate because the wire coils (66) are 
wounded around the core (62) only and they are not connected to the masks. Furthermore, it is 
unclear where applied voltage to at least one chip is from. Is it from the decal mask or is it from 
other source? 

In claim 52, "said magnetically induced voltage" has no antecedent basis. It is unclear 
where this "magnetically induced voltage" is from. IS it from the coil (66) or is it from the decal 
masks (70). 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as they 
depend from rejected base claims. 

4. The search for limitations of claims 51-54 has been performed. However, the prior art 
does not disclose a non-magnetic rectangular core with wire coils wound around and the wire 
coils connected to the decal masks on a plurlaiyt of wafer positioned centrally on the core. 

5. Claims 51-52 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

Philbrick et al (Pat # 3,805,160) disclose method for non-contact semiconductor 
resistivity measurement.
